; to erlme, ‘criminals and 
corruption appearing = in 
the Police Commissioner's 
latest annual report do not 
make happy reading, yet 
properly ovalued they show 
that the machinery of pre- 
vention, detection and up- 
prehension in Hongkong is 
functloning pretty satis- 
factorily. 

That judgment jx not based 
on complacency. Indeed a, 
full reading of the report 
allows no room for any 
such feeling. Nevertheless 
_ the conviction ia left. that 
the. police force is perform- 
Ing a diMeult task well, 
and that there ia no dan. 
ger of serious crime get- 
ting out of hand, 

The report mikes one thive 
perfectly clear — present 
estublishment of the Foree 
is far below the, Goluny's 
requirements, Por example, 
under the best conditions 
which other duties permit, 
it is possible to put on the 
bent only ong man for every 
10,000 people in’ the urban 
areas which, a8 the report 
rightly observes, is slender 
coverage. 

ORKEOVER there do not 

appear to be particularly 
good prospects for any real 
improvement in this diree- 
‘tion, Significantly the Police 
Commissioner has to ac 
knowledge thnt considerable 
difficulty is experienced © in 
recruiting — suitable | local 
‘officers, adding, “It is ap- 
parent that the police us a 
carcer still has small appeal 
locally to the type of person 
required for the Inspector- 
ate.” Much time in the year 
under review was spent 
interviewing. persons; who 
had applied for appointment 
apparently nan last resort. 

This is a problem of prime 
importance, The most etffi- 
cient police force in the 
cworld cannot function 100 

"per cent effectively if its 
established — strength 
seriously below — requires 
ments. Gilbert muy have 
been right when he declared 
that a, policeman’s lot is not 
a1 happy one, yet conditions 
of service in the Hongkong 
Police Force today are not 
unattractive, and there is 
no shortage of opportunities 
for promotion. It is> disap- 
pointing and a little dis- 
turbing to learn that, ‘so 
far ns local.recrultment ~ is 
concerned, the police force 
must continue to be under- 
manned, 

ANOTHER disquieting item 

in the report Is the re- 
velation that ‘during — the 
year 265 cases of corrup- 


tion involving membors of 


the police force were ine 
vestigated. Happily in ° 89 
instances the allegations 
were found to be ground- 
leas, but that still leaves a 
rather alarming incidence 
of malpractice. 

Police officers ure not wholly 
to blame. There are always 
membera of the — public 
ready and eager to initiate 
and = encourage corruption. 
Nevertheless so far as the 
police force is concerned 
tho respect and goodwill of 
the Colony’s law-abiding 
citizens ‘are at stake, and 
clearly it is in the interests 
of the Force to eradicate 
corruption from its ranks.

The sources said it wus now 
felt that the situzfion had 
become one for the United 
Nations to solve.

The most likely course 
appeared to be the summoning 
of a meeting of the Security 
Council in New York, though 
this would not necessarily be 
done by Britain.
